Yet. by and large, the orga¬ 
nization has either abt$orbed or rectified the« to not 
only achieve Hs goal ixit to manifest itself as an 
indispenaable requirement to all mankind If peace 
and understanding Is ever to come to tMs world. 

The proof of this is simply that the vi*orld still 
exists—and is, in fact, a better place In n^ich to live 
than it was 19 yean ago. 

The future of the United Nations will be no easier 
than* its past. It might well be that the coming year 
will provide its greatest test yet. In both the East and 
the West powerful pottliral forces are doing everything 
in their ability to first undermine its effectiveness and 
then complete its ahaoiute destruction.

Who Should Pay? 


A NEWS ITEM during tto put week took note that 
the adult education division of the Greater 
Victoria school district, so far seif-supp(nttng from 
■tudents' fees and a smalt government grant, hu 
asked the trustees for some local tax money for lu 
]965'^ program. Beyond its normal meam ire addi¬ 
tional laboratory and library facilities and uaistance 
through partial remiaaion of fees in worthy cases. 

The request, unimportant as It may seem at thia 
time in relation to the totality of school boai^ opera¬ 
tions. raises a question that could to of considerable 
consequence in future if, as may to expected, the 
commendable trend to go back to the classroom con¬ 
tinues to grow among adults with an incomplete sec¬ 
ondary schooling. If such students oaretot pay the full 
cost, inclufh^ that of accommodation and equipment. 
Is the remainder rightly to be a charge on the prop¬ 
erty-owners of the district? 

Tlds would mean that many residents who would 
like to increase thrir formal education but cannot, for 
a variety of reasons, would to nbii^ to help the 
comparative few able to return lo academic courses, 
w hich would stidc In some craws. And. in present 
circumstances, without tonefit of the provincial gov¬ 
ernment carrying half the load. 

The local taxpayers on the other hand {uovide 
many amenities which they do not all use. The library, 
ffu* instance; the tennis courts and cricket pitc^ the 
boat ramps and innumerable other faciliUea.

Vandala have struck this hunting aeoeon more than 
usual. Tlrea of big logging trucks were slashed at Crown 
Zellerbar^ operatloni near Courtenay on Labor Day and 
on ITiankSflvlng weekend a IG-lnch spike wax driven 
through the radiator of a compressor. At Northwest Bay 
someone finding himself locked In after hours took a fire 
vehicle and rammed the gate until he smashed Ms way oat, 
when al] he needed to do was walk a short distance to the 
camp and get aomcone to let him out. 

At Meade Creek in tbe Cowtehan area someone ahot 
up a valuable piece of maebinery with rifle toulieta, but 
minagement gradoualy decided not to cioac this new access 
area because of the mi s dee ds of one er two pcrioos. 

It hasn't been proved UiM hunters are to blame for 
these acts of vandalism. In fact in one other ease in the 
CowidM aroa the damage was traced to a company em¬ 
ployee. 

If a now access battle ii shaping up it is more important 
than ever Hint aporumen keep their skirls clean. It la 
pretty bard to fight a bottle even If you arc Just a Uttla 
bit in the wrong. 

TRara are tore points which aggrovatc the situatlefi, 
althou^ they are no excuse for mtabehavlor. 

Biggest sore point is when hunters arc forbidden access 
to an area and then aee company empioyeca with kegs 
unlocfcUig the gates and hunting in their "sp^al prciervaa.” 
To hunters this la like waving a red flag in front of a bull. 

We have heard of thia happening this year, both In 
the Sookc area and in the mid-Ialand eik hunting area. 

Probably dear heads can Intn out the Vancouver Island 
accaaa probtema, but the need for access teglslattea Is itiU 
groit in ottwr parts of B.C., especially for access to gradng 
lands and to the tree term licence arcoa that have been 
granted roeentiy. 

. Vanoodw Uanders have a respondMlity to the rest 
of RC., even If they temponrlly looe ground themseKes. 
■ •erhipa they aheuM insist on an access MU with proclama¬ 
tion dauaei. It b not necessary lo proclaim a full biU at one 
time. Sections of the HU could be procldmed as clrrum- 
stances dictate.

NKINNY CABBOTS — (H. McL.. 
Maple Bay.) Lack of sunshine could 
account lor the poor root development 
in your carrots—all tops and no bot¬ 
toms. All the root vegetAbles require 
ample sunshine to make good crops 
and seldom do well in shaded loca¬ 
tions or in a dull sea-son. 

Another common cause is toe use 
of the wrong kind of chemical fer¬ 
tilizer. A high-nitrogen fertilizer like 
the kinds formulated for the summer 
feeding of lawns would stimulate leaf 
growth at the expense of root devel¬ 
opment. If you think this might be 
the cause In your cane, a good dose 
of auperphosf^ate should bring your 
soil hack into balance, about one 
cupful per square yard.

AUTUMN NOIL TBBATMENT -- 

(K.D.. Ganges.) A very good way to 
improve your light, sandy soil would 
be to dig In your supply of manure and 
compost now, together with a light 
surface dietsing of chemical fertilizer. 
Follow this up by scattering a tew 
handfuls of rye over the plot—the 
grain, not perennial ryt grass—and 
rake it shallowly. 'The rye will 
germinate quickly and wlU make 
some growth during mild spelti 
through the winter. 

Thb “green manure" crop will 
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absorb nutrients from the ' dug-in 
manure—goodness which would other¬ 
wise be washed away by the winter 
rains. More nutrientj will be ab¬ 
sorbed from the atmospihere and from 
natural rainfall, and when the rye is 
lutned under next spring, it will 
‘return these plant foods to the upper 
soil, together with some much-needed 
fibre. 

If this is done consistently who¬ 
ever a piece of ground becomes 
vacant, your sandy soil will gradually 
lose its porosity and become more 
like loam, retaining more moisture 
during the summer dry spelto.

»PAN|HH BBOOM — (A.S.Y.. Vic¬ 
toria.) Thb shrub wU) not tolerate 
very drastic pruning, and the shoots 
should never be shortened by more 
than the current season’s growth; in 
other wmtb, you should never cut 
bade into old wood as the older por- 
ttems of the shrub have lost the 
power to aprout new shoots. 

Spanish broom DOES have some 
ability to regenerate from the roots, 
though, and In the case cf an old and 
neglected ipecimen. it would be a 
good idea to cut sway one-third of all 
the old shoots at ground level every 
year for three years, doing the Job 
immediately after blooming Is over. 
I think you would get enough young 


RHUBABB FOB POBCING - 
(J.J.S.. Ebquimalt.) Rhubarb roots 
intended for forcing should be dug up 
around the middle of November. Take 
them up with a good clump of soil 
around the roots and simply bave 
them sitting on the grounds outdoors, 
covering any exposed roots with sand. 
Leave them out until late January, 
for it is Important that they get a 
bit of froet Into them before bringing 
Indoors. 

When brought in. you can plant 
In boxes of soil or, if you prefer, 
simply sit thrai on the basement 
floor, mounding a few bucketfub of 
soil up over the roots.

Ordinarily the roots are dbrarded 
after forcing, but It b permbefble to 
replant tlicm In generously manured 
■oil outdoors It you don't pull any 
Btalk-s frun them for two fuO growing 
seasons. It takes this hmg for the 
roots to recover after their exhauating 
experience.

said. "Buy a bicycle aiul keep in 
trim.” (He k>al twenty pounds on 
hia croBS'Canada trip this aum- 
mer.) 

Six authentic models of the 
three ■ wheeled bicycle petUcabc 
from Taiwan arrived in VlAoria 
this aumiBer and were powered 
by univnulty students with good 
wind.

Bdees were Mamed for the 
world's Ills, in 1890. when designs 
changed eedi year and 1.200,000 
bikes were acrid annually in the 
U.S. Sioemakere complained be¬ 
cause people were riding bikes 
and not wearing out their boots; 
the mano business was poor be¬ 
cause of bicydea. Barbei-s, and 
even a hat manufacturer, blamed 
the fall-off ki busineas to the 
bicycle. "Diamond Jim” Brady 
owned a doaen cycles with gol^ 
plated frames and aUver-plated. 
spcriies. and hb bikes were studded 
wlUi dianwnds and rubies. He 
owned one of the fink bKycIw- 
bulit-for-three. 

Since the development of the 
"safety bieyde'' In 1880 bikes have 
takm new fcNins. One of the 
latest fads Is oversized tricycles, 
which are used gleefully by the 
*X>ver 65” dubs bi the United 
States. A one-man deUver>- service 
in Victoria uses an adult three* 
wheeler of that kind. From Japan 
there to an adjustable cycle that 
Is always the right size for the 
growing child. Othcra are adapt¬ 
ing an dd idea, that of a col- 
tapsibla bike that can be carried 
In car tninka or e\’en on a city 
bus. One folding model Iteromes 
one-half Its size by simply un¬ 
acrewing a wing nut. And the 
latest eraze in Victoria to to sub¬ 
stitute your handle-bars. for "sul- 
cklehani"—high reaching handle¬ 
bars that mri upward like a 


steer’s iKwm. making It Impow 
Bible to stand up and pedal (a 
safety factor). 

If there to any wisdom to be 
learned from a lifetime love of 
cycling It might be that cydtots of 
ail ages should obey all traffic 
signs the same way a motorist 
does; snd parents shraM be made 
lespomihle for traffic violations 
by thdr smart-alecky sons or 
daughters. Cycling to rto different 
from car driving except for the 
rule about riding close to the curb 
(ao that traffic is not slowed up). 

In fact, if everybody rode bi- 
cyclea most of todsj ’s traffic proly 
toms would be solved. 

Just the same. I'm glad they 
don't all ride Mc>vto8. I can Im¬ 
agine nothing worse than a horde 
of speeding, road-bogging, boorish 
cydiats filling the highways and 
spilling onto the sidewalks. Let's 
keep things the way they are. ami 
keep ITtctoria the cycltot’s para¬ 
dise that it is.

gold rush; today only their ghoBts flit through the BhadouB . • 4 .

But History and Legend 
Keep Memories Alive

Although not of the celglnal town, these 
ruins are quite old and you probably will 
afwnd a pleasant hail-hour aaarching them. 
And wa>ci) out lor nailsl 

'nte«« shacks possibly were used by the 
operatoi^ of the mining developmeni you saw 
earlier. Th^ present dilapldBled condition is 
not completely the result of age and wcothet. 
Souvenii hunters have dug up the aurtoundiciLg 
ground, poked ftirough waimoaid and pulled 
down celnnga. And thoae amall boles yoq see 
dotting the timbers are not tlia handiwork o( 
woedpe^^^kens. elcher—thaw are fmte the many 
hunlers who have used the ahadts aie largeti. 

In fact, thaaa curio acdtiiv vandaia once 
farced the complete barring of the public from 
the area. In IHO a logging official told 1W 
CaiaaM. "We finally ci«wad it aU. 'nicy were 
taking everything that would move.” 

Many other coUapoed caMna and abandoned 
pieeaa of miiilog and logglnf equipment dot 
the aiea. But of the town's origlruit storeii. 
hoCHa I particularly the twelve-room Mouni 
Arrarat Hotel}, asJoona and gold coenmis- 
aioner's office, nothing remains. 

It la hard to believe that Lecehtown boaated 
1,J00 minee in her heyday. Most of the rust¬ 
ing machinery you may discover beneath tlie 
thkk carpet of moaa Is of later vintage. Dur¬ 
ing the deprcaslon the dalms tvere again 
woi'th working and saw considerable activity 
prior to the O ec o ad WorM War. 

This regtau entalns the Jordan end Leech 
Rivers and part of Che headwaters of the 
San Juan River. All have yielded gold but 
moet ectivlty has'centred on the Leech. Even 
today some are betog worked. 

Named after the goWt ABooverer. Lieut. 
Peier Leech, the town sprang up overnight. 
Where there had been only virgin forest, a 
tent city appeared. In fbct, at her peak, 
Lee^town rivalled Victoeia hi rate of giwth 
and It was actually feared ttmt she would <le- 
populaie the dCy 

Miners reached the scene eltber by steamer 
Mom Victorfa or followed narrow, slippery 
trails over the mountains on horseback. Within 
we^iB, ihouaaiHb. many of them vetmkna of 
the Cariboo foUrash of ds years earlln. ar¬ 
rived to try their ludt. 

The cry "Gold!'' had swept Victoria like 
a flash. During the first feverish days of the 
strike, crowds waited at Ow pit** news 
frosB steamers plying between the city and 
Sooke. When Capt Moore's Alexsndra docked 
with word that a $70 nugget had been found, 
"loud cheers of rejoidng cent the air." Ex- 
eiied. gestleulatlnc men met at street comer s 
and discusaed poasiMHtiea of the strike untii 
the cariv hours of the memtog. The predous 
matsl exerted eueh tremendous drawing power 
on the cnmnaiBdty thst even "the inmates of 
the hosoital have been alleelad by it and sev- 
strai have a l read y left lor the ratnes!" 

When the Bast buikUngi appeared in Leech- 


town, indicBting the general faith in her poten- 
ti4l. Vancouver Island Governor Arthur bd> 
waid Kennedy visited the scene, hiking with 
b>a party lixxn Sooke. 

Perhaps as you tramp through 1het>e forests 
you will seniie the feeling of the crowd that 
surrounded Kennedyb tent and. In the flick- 
Cling light of toi'chea, sang "For he's a Jolly 
good fellow." 

Hieir spirit may have been somewhat 
dampened later when the governor fell im- 
peUed to deliver a lecture on temperance, hav- 
iiig noted that moid the men pasMd Ih^r 
frt.'e time tilting glaues' 

Kennedy returned to Victoria with at least 
one souvenir -a sprained ankle. 

As the lowm prospered, pack trains of 
horses were instituted, accommodations for 
miners opened along the route from Victoria, 
and a daily four-horse tioach to the Junction 
ol the Sooke trail established. Steamer service 
between the txrwns was increased. 

Hopes grew as men began coHecting as 
much as $22 worth of nuggels and coarse gold 
in a single day. Today's prices would realue 
at least four times as much--good wages bv 
any siaadanl. 

However, aome trouble sriMe over mining 
hcifioes. Quoting Charles DedUJit. "a prac¬ 
tical miner," The C«loal»t reported that. 
"There ts great dissatiefaction among the 
miners at the law requiring the prepajrment 
or the mining bcence. He (Decfianti sdso states 
the parties with licences In their pnennsnin-n 
stand watching the prospectom, and when any 
good llnuf is struck, pounce on it before the 
actual discoverer can get it recorchvi.'' 

AU told, the colony collected $2,690 In 
licensing fees. 

TmvnsiteH immediately sprang up at Sooke. 
There was Thompson's Landing at the mouth 
of the Sooke River; Kennedy, where tlie new 
government road touched the shWe; and 
Sooke City, on the northeast slope of Sooke 
Hsrbor. ^ch claimed to be the best jumping, 
off noini tor the Leech River goIdfleUs. 

But even as the infant town mjoyed this 
fame and prosperity, the seeds of her docMn 
• eiv becoming apparent. All agreed that the 
gold was plentiful. But getting it wss another 
matter. The area is to littered with small 
boulders that reaching the gold-bearing sands 
underneath even today—Is a profllleet ven- 
fure. 

Leechtown had reached her peak and died 
h\’ Ute ISm The miners, now realizing her 
limits, drifted off to the new goM strike at 
Big Bend. Pew returned. And the town that 
w-iA going to "empty" Victoria disintegrated 
to the scattered ruins found today 

Four years age Leech River was again the 
renire of attention. no( tor her etusive gold, 
but tor a "Spanish mine." 

tn November of 1961, a CBhmfek.spon8or<-<1 
expedition packed into the area In aaarch of 
a man-made ravorn accidentally dlsaovered 
some yearn earlier by the late Bl Mullard 
Tills Is as much of his atorv as was learned 
by former Caloatat reporter Ted Harris: 

Returning from an unsuccessful deer hunt 
In Jordan Meadows one autumn dusk. Mullard 
stumbled through the Jungle thick brush and 
suddenly found himself descending aome 
carved steps. In the twilight be puUed away

the aslal and realized that he was part way 
into an oblong hole cut into the rocky diff. 
Although the light was; poof. he counted seven 
steps'down and noted an arch carved Into solid 
granite. Beyond was a rectangular gallery 
which he estimated to be about ten feet long 
and high enough for a man to stand uprlghL 
To the right, at the far end of this gallery, 
was another arch, leading on to another set 
of sewn eteps down tfnd a second gallery. Hera 
Mullard encounteied about one foot ol water 
and turned back, although he thought ha 
could .vee another ank farther <m. Making 
careful mental note of the ^ite. he continued 
OR to (its camp. ne>Tr to return. 

But before his dearh he often mentioned 
the mysterious shaft and that he planned to 
revisit it. In April. 19.19. reporter Harris 
learned of the story from a friend. Alex Bird, 
and interviewed the old prospector. Mullard 
told him more than he had told anyone beforo 
and promised to guide Harris to the site. In 
May, a month before they were to go, Mullard 
died I h 

The following clues to the tunnH's location, 
reported by John T. Jones, weiie gleaned from 
Harris’ interview aiul Alex Bird; 

"The. area is betweevi Leechtown and Jor¬ 
don Me^ows; 

"It is aomewhere along a shorter route than 
the tegular trail between the two because Mul¬ 
lard spoke ol a shortcut home: ‘ 

"It Is at the fool of huge rock bluffs; 

‘it is on ground that Isn't very steep, for 
the opening Is almost hM'Izontal; 

’it la among heavy undergrowth tnd shal¬ 
low soil, for It was overgrown although cut 
Into granite; 

"Is is a substantial distance trorp Leech, 
town, for Mullard spoke of hoping to get to 
the site and out again in one day but being 
preoared for a two-dav trip, just In rake; 

“It Is to high country, for he meigioned it 
overlooking Jordan Meadows."

The Slcamous. completed in 1914, was 
the last, largest and most luxurious stem¬ 
wheeler to have been built in Canada. 
Prefabricated by Western Drydock and 
Shipbuilding Company of Port Arthur, 
ahe was taken apart, shipped by rail to 
Okanagan Landing, where she was re¬ 
assembled. deck houses built, and launched 
In May, 1914, at a cost of $106,000. 

Sicamous was 200.5 feet long (stem- 
wheel not included), 40 feet in beam, with 
a draft of about six feef. With a registered 
tonnage of 1,766, her crew 32 in number, 
ahe was licensed to carry 310 passengers. 


included 40 tlateroom^, two double suiUe. one 
with a private bathroom. There were smoking 
txmnu and lounges on both decks and one 
lounge, tastefully decorated and carpeted, was 
furnished with a piano. 

'Hie dining aaloon amldshipa on the saloon 
deck «aa 65 feet long, finished In Burmese 
teak and Auatrallan mahogany. It seated 70 
where meals, served by whlte-caated wallers 
on Apotieas linen, included such delicacies aa 
Russian caviar, green turtle soup and roaat 
goose.

She was powered by tandem, compound, 
let condecwlng engines with cylinders 16 and 
S5 inches in diameter with an eight-foot stndee. 
Steam was supplied from a locomotive-type 
boUer operating at 160 pounds preeeure. Her 
34xl8-foot stemwheei turned abMt 30 revolu¬ 
tions a minute to propel the Queen of Okan¬ 
agan Lake at 17 knots. 

In sternwheel days, after a toot of her 
whistle whidi awakened stateroom paaaengers, 
and two gongs and a Jingle to signal half-speed 
astern to the engine room. Sicamous left Pen¬ 
ticton in early, morning. 

Regular stops were made at Naramata. and 
by now tt was breakfast time. Then Summer- 
land, Peachiand, GriUtly's, Westbank. Ke¬ 
lowna, Okanagan Centre before reaching Ok¬ 
anagan Landing, the end of her northward 
Journey, shortly before noon. 

On certain days other- stops were made. 
There was N a h u n. Sunnywold, KllUney, 
Ewing's, Shorts. Whitonan's Creek and WII- 
son's Landing. ■ 

Passengers disembarking at Okanagan 
Lending w’ere taken to Vernon by coach and 
switch engine. About 1:30 the train from the 
ttMtln line at Sicamous brought passmgers, 
mail and exprees to the landing and by early 
evening Sicamoua waa berthed U Penticton 
•gain. 

Acoommodaiions, on two pataenger decks. 


Soon after the Sicamoua entered regular 
service in 1914 the First World War bixAe out 
and presently her decks were lined with men 
on their way to volunteer in the service of the 
King. In 1915 the Penticton band enlisted to 
a man to become the official band of the 54th 
Kootenay Battalion and the Queen of the Lake 
started It on its way to France. Later when 
discharged veterans began to tridtle home she 
carried them, one by emc, and her deep-throated 
whistle, aa ahe neared the wharf, summoned 
townsfolk to weloOTne s returning son. 

When Edward. Prince of Waka, visited 
W'estem Canada in 1919 the Sicamous was his 
Argosy on a voyage to other lakeside towns. 

By 1930 lake travel began to wane, the 
aut<»nobUe and Improved roads through the 
valley were taking toll. In 1931, the CPR con¬ 
sidered abandoning passenger service but 
towns and settlements along the lake were ao 
disturbed that (be company decided to continue 
service in spite of falling patremage. 

Early In the 1930 b the Sicamous was shorn 
of her crown—her top deck- and reduced to 
little more than a freighter; but this economy 
was not satisfaettH^ bimI the Queen of the 
Lake. Captain J. B. Weeks, master, made her 
last commercial trip on January 5. 1935. Then 
the CPR house flag, tbeckered red snd white, 
came down and the old ship was berthed at 
Okanagan Landing until she was bought by 
the City of PentJclon, and beached at the 
west end of LAkeshorc Drive, where she be¬ 
came a tourist attraction. The Penticton 
Museum occupies the main deck now and the

upper dedc. stateroomsi and lounges removed, 
has been converted to a restaurant. 


The Pmttcton Heiakl, August 30, 1951. 
devoted most of its fiont page to the arrival 
of the old ship: 

, like a ttred but proud old lady, the 
still seaworthy Sicamous—a vessel steeped in 
the colorful history of (he Okanagan Valley— 
came home on Monday towed Is her final rest¬ 
ing place. 

“Hundreds of Penticton people left homes 
and offices to extend to the famous stern¬ 
wheeler the welcome she deserved They lined 
the beach aa the Sicamous moved slowly to 
the shore . . . 


‘The pathos of the ship’s arrival height¬ 
ened by a light drizzle—was most evident in 
the features of a giizzled old-timer who 
watched the ship approach, her ^eckered flag 
fluttering in the breere, to conclude her final 
voyage. 

"Said he. pikng through misty eyes, 1 
never thought she would come to this.' “ 


LITTLE LEECHTOWN LIES IN RUIN

Realizing the shaft—if It doea exist—to be 
an important diacovei>, 1W Colaalid organ- 
taed an expedition to scour the region. A study 
•f aerial survey photographs convinced the 
asa r c hcri that it would likely be found along 
a rock shoulder, about the 2.700-foot level, on 
the southwest lace of Survey Mountain. 

That Remembrance Day weekend, the 
party, including Alex Bird, members of the 
Proidneia) Museum, Interested forest service 
Oftldals, C'aloalal staff members and volunteer 
university students began the arduous hunt. 
Aided by a "chopper” from Vancouver Island 
HeHoopten and two-way radios, the party spilt 
into smaller groups and spent the cold, foggy 
holiday tramping through heavy bush—and 
later, snow. Unfortunately, the cold and foot- 
•ore invesUgatora returned disappointed. 

TTw nMin rcaaon for their enthusiasm was 
Muilard's emphasis that the duft was neither 
■ natural oave nor a mine—and he knew 
what he was talking about. Hk mention of 
the stepa having perfectly-squared edges, with 
hardly a nollceabk chisel msric, indbaaia the 
skill oh the buihkrs. And wtio were they? 

There has been ipeculatlon, baaed upon 
pure eonjecture, that: Since there k “cvldenea 


that Spanish ships viaitad the B.C coast from 
1563 otYward" (this wm after their conquering 
Of Mexico and Peru), tite shaft could well be 
theirs. Hktory verifies the Spaniards' “noses 
for told,'* srtd today we know that the Jordan 
Meadows basin contains the pre^ous metal In 
its three main rivers. 


It was therefore reasoned that If the Span¬ 
iards had been taking gold from the area, they 
would have built a central MMeroom for their 
ore and supplies. And. as the Spaniards were 
adept at cxploiling native peoples, K would 
make sense that (hey imported sonw of the 
skilled rock-carvers and miners from Central 
Ammica. Thk would be rteceasary, as Coast 
Indiana had neither interest in roinetak nor 
^iU in working them. 


And today that k all we have regarding 
this Intriguing mystery — speculation. The 
origin of the shaft and its location remain an¬ 
other of the Pacific Northweet’s puzkka. 

Leechtown has another legend worth the 
telling—particularly since tt invtdvei buried 
treasure. Uniorfunately. it k pure fiction and 
bri’ond explanation at Ihk late date. Accord¬ 
ing to the story, an outlaw named ‘‘Rattle- 
snake" Dkfc Barter and hU gang held up a 
Wrtk fwiTgp muk tnin In California In 199S. 


Ikcaping with 980.000 in gold, the gang split 
up, “Rattkanake" later appearing in LaccIw 
town with more than half of the loot. It k 
said that this gold—never recovered Is burled 
In a knee-high kather boot covered with an 
inverted Crying pan not more than 30 inches 
deep In Le^town aoil, where Barter had been 
hldi^ and finally was anrestad. 

Aa 1 said, this fascinating tale is fiction. 
True, “Rattlaanake”—despite hk Hollywood¬ 
sounding nldiname—did exist, the robbery did 
lake place (in 1656, not IBSfil and more than 
half of the toot has never been found. But 
neither Barter nar the gold left California, 
and how it became rumor that he had burkd 
It In Leechtown I cannot aay. 

TTtere k one other recorded Instance ol 
Tost" wealth at Leechtown. In Tbs Iskader, 
Aogosl 98. IfM, I quoted veteran prospector 
Charles Mergan as saying "beautiful, high- 
grade" copper ore had been found in this 
region. Shown the cantahting samples by a 
fellow shipyard worker, Mr. Morgan can soy 
no more. The discoverer had simply picked 
them up beeaiam they were "rather aitractivo" 
aixl eouht not r oman her thsfr aouroe.

Stflomboating on Okanagan Lake lasted 
from 1886 to 1936, Just Afty yeani. until the 
comiort and luxury of lake travel was »ur> 
planted by motor can and later by tlie heady 
spee d of flight. 

The Arst staamer on the lake, the 32 toot 
Mary Vlrlorfa Greenhow, built by Thomas 
Dolman Shorts, was launched on April 21. 
18M. and ritortly other small steamers fal* 
lowed 

In 1893 the Canadian PadAc, anticipating 
rapid settlement along Okanagan Lake, built 
the slemwheH Aberdeen at Okanagan Land¬ 
ing. She was 146 feel long. 30 feet besm, K44 
tana gross and for the Amt tan years was a 
seood burner. 

When the eonpany purchased the proper- 
ttos of the Coiumbia Kootenay Steam Navigs-. 
CM Company in 1897. Captain George Ludinw 
Eatahrooks, who had akaambaoted on the 
Amnr and Skxma Lakes since 1890. was trans¬ 
ferred to Okanagan Lnke aa master of the 
A bw h iiu . A Ibw yean later he commanded 
the twin Mrew York, and the stemwheeteia 
Okanagan and Sicamous, each on her maiden 
voyage. "Captain George" retired from the 
palatial Stcamoua in 1915. 

Captain BMahmoks was followed by.Csfe 
tala Wllilam Klihy from Slocan Lake. Captain 
George Robertaon from Kootenay Lake and in 
39Sa captain Joaeph B. Weeks was promoted 
to the Sicamous. a command he held until pisa- 
aenger service was discontinued on January 5. 
1935. 

7soo Miliion Miin 

When 21-year-old Joseph B. Weeks CrasKed 
the gangplank of Aberdeen on October 7, 1897. 
decked out In new ovenilk and carrying a bed- 
roU. he was glad to have found a ateedy Job 
which paid $30 a month and fcHind. Little did 
he mallae that he w«a beginning a areer and 
that before many yean he would be given 
charge of the Aberdeen. And by the time his 
life's work was done he would have cruised 
two minion mIlaB an the waters ^ Okanagan 
I^ka. 

Joe Kked deefchanding. ha did hh Job well 
and, ■toouraged by Captain Eatatawoks. be 
atndM. In ISB ha was gnuMed mste’a ear- 
tlfieate covering nperatlon of steam ships an 
aD Hver* and lakes in Cana^, excepting the 
Graal Lskm and the St. Lawrence River; and 
after further cxamlnatioru in 1908 he was 
awinM Me master^ ticket. 

&jcce«lvely he served as chief officer in 
Slncin on Slocan Lake, In Moyle on Kootenay 
Lake. He was nuMter of the York on Okan¬ 
agan Lake from 1904 until 1907 when he -was 
promoted to skipper of hia flint love. Aber¬ 
deen. After ahe nms withdrawn from service 
In 1913, he commanded, at varknis Amaa. stem- 
w tu t e l er Okanagan and the tugs Castlegar. 
Kelowna and Nanmats engaged bi csr barge 
aerviee. up and down the lake until 1922 when 
he wan ticketed to the Queen of Okaiwgan 
Lake, the 3Q0-toat. atemwheH SicaaaaaM. 

After the Sleamoua was tied up in 1936 he 
returned ta the pHothouae of the tug Nsra- 
mato until he waa superannuated on October 
1. 1*43. 

Long Memory 

When “Captain Joe" kwks back over bis 
long service which began naarly 70 swan ago. 
he takes his greataal }oy frtnn the awiMrieA. 
when as mate and maaler, of the Aberdeen he 
saw towtM and aafUemento come Into being, 
and orcharda g re w where aagebrush and 
boneh grsMa had been. 

*It Is refreahliM." he declared one day. "to 
look around to see ao much that X rccogniae 
pnd remnnher. brought to lakeside toe ns 
Iboaid my aU ship. I like to go around the 
•rehards when fnilt trees flower, and again 
when branebea bend with Mm4>h«hed fruit 
knowing that many of these have grown from 
the buiKttes of nursery atodc that I once 
chedted aahore. 

"When I was mate of the Aber d ee n it wras 
my fortune to tally the Arst fruits from bud¬ 
ding Okanagan orchards to outside markets 
aru! 35 years later, on my last trip north, to 
have captained the tug Naramata pushing 
barges loaded with ‘‘rector" ears of red-dieeked 
Managan applet. 

“W'hen Blernwheel dsya ended along the 
lahe," Captain Weeks mused, "the eomfort af 
svater travel, opportonttv ftw day-kmg eiteur- 
alons, shopping tripa to larger towns enjoyed 


by lakeside people for half a century, pas.<i€d 
into roetnory The dawn erf an age when too 
many drive at 60 over 40-Riile«n-hour roads 
has stolen the Joy. toe peace and beauty from 
life akmg ttw lake -qualkleu net in tune with 
car or train or plane. 

‘Thm, too, there are my recollections of 
the man I knew and respected: my Aiut skip- 
pn, George Ludlow Eistabrooks. whoae ateriing 
qualitiea and friendly dispoeicton are alill cher¬ 
ished by thoae who had the good fortune to 
know hint. 

"My passengers, men of older days. In¬ 
cluded Tom EUis, Frank Richter, Charles 
Lambty, Father Cornalier, Dick Cawston. Rev- 
erend Irwin (Fattier Pati and many others 
whoae experiences reached back into the 19G0s 
- pathAiKlers every one."

When Captain Joe Weeks, accompanied by 
Harley HatAeld. vice-preaident of the Pentic¬ 
ton branch of the Historicsi Society, boarded 
the Sicamous to attend the Jubilee dinner, he 
trod her decks again one of the few times -- 
aince stepping ashore at Okanagan Landing 
nearly 30 years befcH-e. Entering the dining 
■■loon be was astonktoed to see about 130 
frierfda of alcambnat days waiting to greet 
him. Among them there were more than a 
dozen men who al orw time or another had 
been m e n to e rs of Ms enrw. 

Captain Oiio Bstabroolw. son of Captain 
George, had served aa mate. He was retired 
master from the sternwheri Minto on tlie 
Arrow X-akcB tn 1951. 

Captaki Walter E. SpiUer of Kelawna, re¬ 
tired in 1953. served CapMan Weeks as first 
officer. Captain SpiUer took the tug Nara¬ 
mata from Joe Weeks at the time he retired 
and it waa he who towed the Sicamous from 
Okanagdit Landing to Pentidon tn August. 
1951. 

Others were; Jack Vasa of Pentictan. nvste; 
Charles HMgley of Penticton, second engineer: 
Douglas Tucker of Kelowna. Areman; Wiiliam 
Bremnar of Penticton, deckhand: Jack But- 
tied of Kelowna. Areman; EMwxrd Walker of 
Penticton, Areman; John Burgeon of Pentic¬ 
ton, Areman; H erbert Nidudson of Penticton, 
waiter: Percy Gltchrlai of Ladysmith, expreiu 
metoengcr; Barney Hall of Fcniiden, exprew 
memenger: Cameron Henderaon. Redwood 
City. Cblltornta. ateward'a department. 

Captain Weeks waa imp i e aw d by the din¬ 
ing saloon, for while it had been enlarged by 


removal of staternoim and the torwwd lounge, 
its original nauticai character had been re¬ 
tained. He was amused, however, to oer the 
red and green running lights—port and star¬ 
board -which had bean brought Irona the 
upper deck to ornament the bar were wrongly 
placed. But he was? happy that the big eight- 
foot wheel his hands bid helped to pokh. had 
been taken from the pilothouse to be proiierly 
mounted in the dlrdng saloon. 

After a rooal beef dinner served on tables 
appropriately decorated with golden Moaounis 
- zirmiae. marigoids and asters—Harley Hat* 
field spoke a few words before inviting Cap¬ 
tain Weeks to the rnktophone. He was tol- 
lowed by G. O. (Paddyl- Canwron, president of 
the Okanogan Hiotorical Society. 

Mr. Hatfield then invited everybady—or¬ 
dered might be a better word to introduce 
the ms etvwi and tell briefly their asoocaatioa 
with the Sicamous and the Okanagan Vaiiey. 
At least one reached back Into the 1880s: 
others had Journeyed to lakeside potats aboard 
the Aberdeen or Okanagan, while the Johnny* 
eome-lalelys had come by the Slcamm be¬ 
tween 1914 and 1915. There were othera who 
started a war-lime Journey aboard the Sica- 
moua and there were thone who began a 
honeymoon In the grand old Wtip. 

It la difficuh now for a younger geaeration 
to reattie the Unportanee the a twimhe e l ers 
played before there were roads. They were the 
only link to ihe outaide. their pamUig told the 
hmjr; they came to the beach c»f a aettier'a 
cabin in aaawer to a fluttering Aag; a whistle 
blast summemed a homesteader tp Ms landing 
to receive freight, grocenes. luntoer or Just a 
package of notions. And in steamboat days 
the tone of a whbtle. the soft "whootoi" of 
exhaust, the splash of the packdle and even the 
shape of Ihe bow wave was enough to dia- 
tinguiah one ship from -another. 

TTie sternwheelera served much mewe thsit 
the everyday needs of growing communities 
and lonely settlers. Ln the eariy days, before 
two weeks' holiday had become the rule, a 
round trip in the Sicamous waa often as much 
holiday as we coaid manage, and a more en- 
Joy^ie outing wemid still be haid to find. Bias 
•ky. blue water and a coal breeie on a aum- 
mer'a day . . . farmsteads and young orchards 
along the shore, back-dropped by grty-groen 
hills . . . friendly talks with fellow’ pMsengera 
. ... a picnic basket on the top deck . . . lunch 
or dinner—if one waa flush—In the lining'^ 
aaloon. are among Ihe mermriee which I, and 
acorm of othen. cherish

Courtenay’s Founder a Pious Civil Servant 


By BEN HUGHES 

Of aU the young argonauts, who, in 1862, came to se-tlie 
Vancouver Island north of Nanaimo, none showed a more adven¬ 
turous spirit than Reginald Pidcock. white collar boy from 
England, who founded the settlement in Courtenay, built the first 
aawmill and guided the reluctant native* Indians into the way of 
the white man when he was appointed Indian agent for the Upper 


Island. 

He was described by a contem¬ 
porary rdative as beins very 
pious, carrying the Book of Cmn- 
mon Pra>er i Anglican) %vlth him 
always. He read the services 
every Sunday mcu-nlng wherever 
he went. 

But to return to his arrival 
from England, when he, with his 
two English comrades, Reginald 
Cafwithen and H. C. Blaksley, 
who later returned to England, 
•topped off at St. John’s. New¬ 
foundland, where Carwtthen’s 
mother lived. 

Your% Pidcock was present 
when Carwithen met his bride. 

‘Hiey were attending church 
which Pidcock, as a devout 
churchman always dkl. when 
young Carwithen saw a girl 
dressed In white with a hat of 
forget-me-nots and was so im¬ 
pressed that he asked her shout 
a letter of Introduction he had 
been given to s Miss Hajws. It 
turned out that it never reached 
the one for whom it was intended, 
but because of it the two young 
people became friends and when 
the lime came for Carwithen to 
board the ship for the Pacific, his 
friend, probably Pidcock, acting 
as matchmaker, saw that he 
missed the boat and the upshot 
was that Carwithen return^ to 
St. John's, married his beloved 
- and later came to Comox, In 1871. 
Mr. and Mrs. Terry Csnrilhen 
were well-known pioneers of the 
Comox Valley whose descendants 
still live at ^ndwick. 

Pidcock with his ftieiwls, came 
to B.C. 'round Cape Horn and then 
sloop and Indian canoe to 
Sandwdek corner, a mile north of 
Courtenay, where the exact spot 
of thdr landing is now shown by 
a cairn erected by the late Captain 
George Bales who married one of 
the Carwithen sisters. 

Pidcock became fascinated with 
the posaibiiities of the district and 
decided lo settle there. He kept a 
dfciry—a highly literate account of 
his trip up-Island. written six 
years after his arrival In the val¬ 
ley. probably in 1868. and from U 
we get a first glimpse of what 
the valley was like In the fall of 
1882. It was written chiefly tor 
the benefit of big game hunters 
hack In England and noted that 
the number of deer was almost 
Incredible and the wild fowl in 
myriads. Going up the Tsolum 
River they saw twenty ^ lying 
down and be obaerved six bears 
within twenty yards—truly a 
buntw's paradise. 

He liked the Indlans^hey were 
a Ane lot of fellows— and spoke of 
the old legend of Indians in the 
Interior of the Island making 
forays agslnsf the ooMt Indians, 
a tradition which flowered three- 
quarters of a century later in the 
legend of I he Forbidden Plateou. 

He built a small hut near the 
Junrtiwt of the Courtenay and 
Punlledge Riven and clesred the 
land where the city of CourtMiay 


now stands, which was a tremen¬ 
dous uhdertsking, covered as it 
was with giant fits, and then 
planted what waa for many years 
called *Tnie Orchard" in the pres¬ 
ent city of Courtenay. 

He put up the firm Mwroill on 
the river-bank, which was pow- 
. ered a water wheel led by a 
creek, a tributary of the Punk 
ledge, Pidcock cut the logs for 
the mill on hkt own land and em¬ 
ployed local men at the mill, but 
although the mill served a very 
useful purpose in developing the 
district it did not make much 
money as the settlers had little 
cash with which to ^y lumber. 
So the young Englishman sought 
ways to export lumber. 

There were no roads then so he 
had to take loads out by the river 
and conceived the ambitious plan 
to build a steamboat to haul hie 
own and all the rest of the val¬ 
ley’s merchandise to market to 
Nanaimo and Victoria and bring 
back the things the settlers 
wanted. 

The scheme waa too bold for 
the times ~ the market wasn't 
there. 

Not long after Pidcock put the 
boat on the Courtenay River he 
had to sell it and the sawmill to 
pay the debts run up for its con¬ 
struction. The buyers were the 
Urquhart Bros, who turned the 
mill to steam. 

Previously Pidcock had sold all 
the land which he owned at Sand- 
wick on Mission Hill, where the 
first Anglican Church was built, 
to Bishop Hills for a dollar an 
acre, for as Duncan, Consox 
Va)le>’’t first historian wrote, 
"Reginald Pidco^ did not fancy 
farming." Neither did he have 
any real buslnen imtinct or he 
would have seen that Courtenay 
was the natural .site for a settl^ 
meni and bided his time till the 
population grew. 

He moved north with his family 
to QuathtasM Cove, opposite 
Campbell River, where he was the 
first white settler. He huitt an¬ 
other sawmill there and a fish 
cannery, also a big house for his 
growing family. He learned the

it 8 iMtead. but he ia a man of 
Integrity and we failed to corrupt 
him.

Chinook language and became 
great friends with the Indian 
chiefs at Campbell River and Cape 
Mudge and when the po.-d of In¬ 
dian agent at Fort Rupert beesune 
vacsuit, he moved there where he 
was soon the moat powerful man 
In that largely In^n community. 

He had educatiem, vision and 
imagination and a great love of 
the Island of his adoption where 
he loved to hunt and fish, but he 
lacked the business sense which 
would have rounded out his ca¬ 
reer. He had great drive, energy 
and Integrity and at Alert Bay 
came into his osen as a devoted 
civil servant, 

The Pidcock Diaries have been 
acquired by the Provincial Arch¬ 
ives and from them can be ga¬ 
thered excerpts of his activities in 
the Comox district. 

At one point he wrote, “Went 
to church in the morning, singing 
hoiribie. lair congregation. Mrs. 
Willemar, the vicar's wife. pU3'ed 
the organ for the first- time." 

• That would be at the old church 
at .Sandwkrk.) 

There must have been an elec¬ 
tion for he wrote, "Canvassing for 
Dingwall." In April he wrote that 
he went to see one of the Robbs 
at Comox to get a diamond drill, 
pr^ibably for prospecting for coal, 
and noted that "p<riitics were all 
the talk." 

His next notes are made ki 1902 
from Quathiaski Cove where he 
was looking after ships that called 
on their way through Seynmur 
Nanows. took beer to prisoners 
who were working on a trail, fin¬ 
ished a boiler he waa building for

^ In June noted that the Irv 
dians had their f^ces pairjted black 
and had* a grievance with the 
cannery mar: .ger whicfi ije settk-d. 
He found one of the Indipn camps 
"excessively duty'’ and so "odor¬ 
iferous’" that he could nut stay 
Icmg. The chief was a perfi-ct 
savage, very fat. and hadino Influ¬ 
ence over the tribe. At another 
place "the chief was a grand fef- 
low, but like all the others was 
afraid to atop the whisky tiach'." 

In June he went down lo Vic¬ 
toria to see offictals and waiy"en¬ 
tertained at the ciub." On this trip 
he met Joe MePhee and had a 
long talk about business affaim. 

■ He sold most of hla Courtenay 
property to Mr. McPhee.i 
He arrived at Comox July 23 at 
4 a.m. where he went to, see Mr. 
MePhee again and hod a lot of 
trouble gelling him out qf be«l at 
an early hour. 

He went back to the Cove in 
July where he found ihe Indiane 
didn’t want him to bUik) a house 
and jail and round a gival deal 
of gambling going on. He (hete 
met an American whom he

Sandwick, and for tl|e 
whole of Vancouver Island nonb 
of Nanaimo. 

They also visited the Rnbh«. the 
Milligans ard Ted Carthew. all 
well-known names in ihe disirirt, 
and had a fui-ther talk with Jne 
McPtiee about where ftbe biidge 
over the river at Courtenay should 
be built and he agreed that rhe 
place he had 'chosen seemed the 
beat for the aetilement.

Thrimgk tkm remimrim •/ liv* 
ing rlo$e to nature om thay did, the 
ue»i roaet Indian* developed many 
imgenioa* method* of urnking life 
tolerable if not tdmmyB eomforiable 
by later $tandard*. 

However, when these canoe 
tribes were compared udth Ute 
horMe tribes of the plains they 
seemed a little eoloriess, a little 
less romamtir. Therefore, over the 
years, mar genera! conception of 
**lndian** became that of a tall, 
stalwart **red man of the plains,** 
in fringed buckskin and eagle 
feathers. These om the coast were 
nothing more than **tiam-digging 
Siwash*’ by comparison. In de e d , 
even the inland Indians thems^ves 
were contemptuous of the coast 
dwellers, **fish maters who lived by 
the big stinking lake.** 

Those who knew them better, however, had 
•n entirely different opinion. AleksnOer Mc¬ 
Kenzie. wheo ottservinf for the first time their 
fine ktdgei, canoe* and enlture, wrote 'T have 
just met artstoerat of the Indians." 

Our omoapboQ of the *^ckskio and 
testheia’* type of InAao la ao dominam and 
pi-evaUStig that even today tha Indiaiw them - 
aeii^ea. tm cala eccaskmi atach as the Victaria 
Day parade, arc incUned to adapt this wqr of 
drew, l^tey tetal to puah aaide the wesider- 
fu] carved headpleees aeC with abalone shell 
and the beeutlfal C%Ukat blanket* woven from 
mountain foat hair sad adapt the roach hair¬ 
cut of the plain*, the 'lem-lotn'’ of Che aun- 
dance. 

But ihMr true culture and way of lute are 
impTfaive—Juat m hueceacins, just as ex- 
citing—and juat aa "romantic'’ as that af the 
much toutad, buffalo hantioc. horse Mhes. 
When one eonajdeiu that Che Ha Ids sailed their 
oaBoes al tha way is the shores of aoutbern 
Catiforala—that all IniBana. even the women, 
would eroas the SCreMa hi an open boat with¬ 
out any <rmlm*—and that the Nootka went 
after the whale la a dugeut. ermed with aoCh- 
big hut a herpoen, tipped with a muaael ■hHi. 
that was taortod by head when one conaiders 
theae thiaci. weU, aaa luaMcos that here on 
the eoaal liwsd a rugge< gallani race, people 
of ingenioui Imwnttei and daring. 

When hcmtlag the whah aoly one man 
eould throw the alBMOt mcrui) harpoon. This 
awn waa tha Whate Chief, e peeition inheriied. 
handed down frotn fnthnr Is son. He would be 
dremed In the tmdltWmal Whale Chief's garb - 
a bearskin and a bunrii of he w i lot k at hie fore¬ 
head. ^ the Nootka hamioeic meant good 
fortune on a whale hunt. Hte hair would be 
hnmeht flihtiy hack to a bun at the aape of 
his neck ae the wind wouldn'i blow k in Ma 
aye* at the cmelai moment. 

The Whale Chief bad to be both brave and 
koowtedgeahle. Re had to know the whale's 
habita of aoundlng and aurlaclng. He practi¬ 
cally bad le know what the buge mammal was 
thinklnd, for If the canoe was brought in tmo 
cieae at the wroac time, one flip of that tall 
rould naab it and kill die entire crew of eight. 

After plariaa the first harpoon, often aa not 
thew woaM be a arcat ride through the aea 
as the whale plunged in daep water. Perhaps 
they we already aaeae nriies from shon. 
At thla time the Oaat tender wouid be kept 
buey atfadtinK hia alrflllad aaalakln floats to 
the haiwemi Mne. When Che whsle aurfared 
again a aecand ha r peu a waa fianted, usually 
eauaing another surge ad ftpaed from the 
guairy.

One important and unusual fish was the 
aollchan or "randle fiah.** Hils fiah served 
many purposes.

It would be pound 
on berries as a toppins- Alao it acted aa a piw- 
aervative. Wild crabapple*. for kialanre. would 
be preserved in it for winter use. Sometlmee 
the whale fiah was used and for purposes 
other than food. When an h ii p wla nt penonage 
came to visit a few ^ these extiumriy ally dsh 
would he thrown on the fire to prod u c e a bright 
Maze. Indeed, the mlirhan wm eo oily that, 
when dried. Its tail eouM be Ht and held aloft 
as a torch. Henee the name — "candle Iteh." 

One might say they bad their own form ef 
caviar, loo. Only It was herring roe rather 
than BturKean and. unlike caviar, the egga 
were gathered after spawning rather than 
taken as roe. To gather this spawn they wouM 
submerge a fir bow in a known apawniag area. 
After a period of time the bow would he 
brought up covered with herring roe wbick 
waa proceed for sating. 

Tfie vegetables and berries they used grew 
wild all around them There were, however, 
Incklents of embryonic agriculture within their 
customs. This spot waa railed Camosun or 
Camoesck. The name meant "nlaee for gather¬ 
ing cammsBB.'' Cammaaa stlO grows abuoA- 
anily around the aouth end of the Island aad 
its Isvel.v Mue flower Is recognised by moat. 
To the Songhecs it held a place of much morg 
importance.,than mere adornment •—for It wm 
their equivalent to uur potato. 

Stowe it grew abundantly here and nac aa 
much elsewbnre on the co as t it bemme a valu¬ 
able item of trade. The women and ehlMnsi 
would care for Che rammaaB patches by up* 
noting any noxious weed s durfaig the gi w wkig 
s e n so u and bunliv off the area In the dorm an t 
season. It was thla rleared area am which 
James Douglas rather heartleasly chose to buihl 
the fort. .Siiwe the coast Indians were of a pew 
gressive nature fthls Is In clear evidence by 
tt>e fact they prorressied so ranldly bt totem 
carving, among other things, after the fntrw- 
ductioo of steel tools > it can he a5.«imed fltey 
would have progremed in agriculture as weB, 
bad they not b een disturbed. 

There is siao evidence of the beginnings af 
medicine and dmtlsiry. An outstandinf ex¬ 
ample ef this Is how the Haida cured a tooUi- 
ache. They learned to cut in aoder the bother- 
some toodi with a sharpened |riece of shell and 
sever the nerve. 

Tbe: Haldas also had a method of Mrth 
ranirni In the fonn of a brewed herb which 
was taken orally. Since they had learned this 
much, it seems quite logical that, like aB in- 


than Ciie seetekkn used previously) In the 
beaust's head. Berides finishing the whale off 
this also aerved to Increase buoyancy and keep 
it afloat. After this there was nothing left to 
do but tie a line to their kill for the long haul 
home. 

A member of the crew, usually the float 
tender, a knife gripped in hla teeth like a buc¬ 
caneer. would dive into the water, ewiaa under 
the whale and cut a hole toi the l owe r Up.

In this exciting hunt. Even the bold HsMas 
steered c>ar. 

When fishing for smaller game the coast 
Indians, as a whale. shoiA’ed great prowess and 
ingenuity. Owe trick that iUustratea this was 
their unique way of catching cod. The fisher- 
man would puah a shuttlecock affair, made «f 
feathers and vood. to the sea bottom with a 
hmg. forked spear. He would then bring the 
spear up fast. leaving tba "shuttlecodt'' to 
spiral slowly up through the water. As k did 
as. the white feathers flashing In the sun. a cod 
would be attracted to follow It. By this time 
the flahciman would have hia spear poised. 
Wlien the cod swam near to the surface he 
would laake hia throw If the man were akili- 
ful enough the tMked ipear would straddle 
rather than pierce the fish, the fish passing 
into the crotch of the spear which was made 
of springy wood. The inward set barba would 
then clamp on the fish, thus bridtng it secura 
with mininum damage ta the fleah. 

amde up a good portion of the coast 
Indians' diet. But tbeir diet was fXr more ample 
and varied than ona might imagine. Before the 
white man brought his questionable biflamce 
to bear, the IncUan had a diet very simttoir to 
aur asm.

Siaw’a imtnidloaa 
aheut the dtspoMJ al hU mortal remaiaa.

When I was In Lon¬ 
don In connection with the .Alphabet Award, 
that name public trustee told roe that while 
Shaw aheays expected Hie Tynat to be legally 
attacked, he atao helk vnl that the WID would 
be victorious In the end. and that the very 
large sum at money totewde I by Shsw for 
the cveotioB. and MuncMng of Ida Alph ab et 
would finally be avmilahle. Unfortunately, this 
was not so. and tha Alph|ihe« Thmi hM had 
to struggle along wtth very bodted funds. 
Enough, aa the saytog gaea. to make Shaw 
turn In hh grave—or al kmol to stir his ashes 
til their quiet Hcrttortoddie gulden.

Net only did they llali mtmoa itolh a gill 
net but they used the aamc method lor catching 
ducks aa well. ‘Hib was done by ^xuadbig a 
net incon^tcuoiwly araong the trees near a 
place where ducks rs a tod M Bight. Having 
pbced their net they would wail for the ducks 
to aettle. Then, at dawn, they would frighten 
the birds ae they would fly up. When they 
attempted to fly thrwgh the trees their heads 
srould go through the net. 'Ihere they veould 
hang for the hunter's cenvenlenee. 

Their cookMg and eating mstoma bear men¬ 
tioning also. Whereas a man'a highest goal 
was to be a wanrior of nsto or a fine arator. a 
woman’s aim was oeeMnr efficiently. Thb 
araa a very honored talent among them. Thetr 
treatment of various natural foods remains 
unsurpassed to thb day. Naturafiy, they used 
many things that we consider not worth eating, 
such aa octopus, kelp, am urchfata and such. 

Orti^nia was prepared cutting the ten¬ 
tacles into six-inch lengths and boiling flwm 
In salt water. When they tamed red the plecce 
were taken out and skinned ’Then they were 
rebotled In fresh water. Thf^taate b very much 
like crab. Sea urchin*, or “sea egga.” aa the 
bidbn calb th«n, were usually eaten raw and 
have an oyster like flavor, "only better,* ac^ 
cording to report 

One picturca the primitive peoples of the 
world as being rather uncouth In eating. Per¬ 
haps the InAan was. by our standards. But at 
(he same lime there was much charm to bs

were not in the least crude, aome bekig maater- 
plecos of fine carvkw, and e ver y diner had hb 
own napkin af shredded cedar bark on which 
to wipe his lingers. While dining In the eom- 
pony of men an unmarried maiden was re* 
quiied, by their etiquette, to keep her eyes 
averted. Only certain parts of die salmon that 
might be In front of her could riie eat. Other 
parte were not conridered “correct* for a 
maiden. 

There wae at leaai one dsaaert that they 
had that was unique both In preparation and 
the fashion of partaking of it. It was caOed 
“aoopalally” In the Salbh tongue. Iha Heldaa 
imd a simfbr thing called *TJs” in their taagu- 
agc. It could bs made with either frerii or dried 
Boapberries. If they Were dried the herries 
were eoaked ovendght. Next day the Salbh 
boatoas wauld whip tbsm into a piidt, frothy 
HquM with a apecially made paddb or apatula 
which was r^idiy routed be twesn the bands. 
Because ttMoe berries would wMp into a froth 
was the reaaoa for tbair name. When the 
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creation was aarved to the dlnera after a da- 
licloUB meal, Irwteod of eating it with a spoon 
as might be Imagined, the frothy Uquid was 
akilfully fBckcd into the awuth with a beau¬ 
tifully carved qiatula! A word of cautton for 
those who might he tempted to try tt! 

When walking through some untouched 
forest in mode m times ene may chance to 
come upon a “T” or “V’”ehaped Hr tree. Per¬ 
haps It b a aatunit powth—two trunlw from 
one root—but ihcn it could have happened thb 
way. Back wtwn thb tree was a mete sapling 
of perhaps a foot high, two young pcopb, 
intent oa marriage would chance upon It and 
perform a quatni littic ritual. Getting on 
opposite Bides of the small tree they would 
B|dl( the top. Each taking a half of toe top 
they would gmUy puH thia causing the 
sapling to split doom the centre. If It oontinued 
to split ail the way to the bottom they wciu 
destined to have a long and happy life tot 
gether. If, on the other hand, one side broke 
off at a bcunch ae knot thb indicated that the 
person whoae side it was on would become 
dbHtbfbd with the mate. If tt happened in 
the mUUib that meant at least half their mar¬ 
riage would be hippy. But It the tree half 
broke off at the very beginning—wdl. there 
just wasn’t aertfch point in geitkig married 
at all! 

TMa artiefa covers just a minute portion 
of the coast peopb’s culture. Much bas hem 
preserved in the fine works 9t early writera 

and anthropologlab. But at least aa much_ 

probably the greater portion—has died In the 
past. There b. however, enough avaOabb data 
to show that these people were not Just “clam-

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THE INDIANS HAD GREAT SONGS 


Recently I ar</MiV«vl a book of poemt whirh like PWra, **the roae-refl rrVy,” art **half of ohl at 
time** but at the tame iimt^ piete. 

The poems are neu> in the tense that they have only recently (1963) been published in book 
form; old, in that some of them have existed in the memories of' men for thousands of years. 

The poems are a form of Bilde of the Pacific (loast Indians' rtdifgious beliefs dating back to ijte 
Mayan and Aztec ririlixofioni of Mexico, and are intended to be chanted to the rhythm of a cfrum beat. 
The poenu were never written down, 
lliey n^ere transmitted from one genera* 
tion to the next by priests who were 
specially trained to memoriae them. As 
the Indians, through the centuries and 
even millenia, made their way slowly 
northward they tM'ought the poems with 
them. Finally, a tribe settled near «’hat 
is now Kettle Falls, In Washington State. 

In 1847, Paul Kane vadted the village 
and described it in his book, "Travela 
of an Artist”. Shortly after his visit the 
tribe was decimated by a measles epi¬ 
demic. llKMe who were left migrated

Tbe fact (hat Chief SepsH knew thoMi 
■ 011(1 ts taken as cvidenoe that bit lineage ran 
back to aji ancient prieal-generml of ihc Ro>al 
House of the Sun, a positloo second onJy to 
that of the Royal Son of the Sun, or Priest- 
Emperor. But the only eon of Chief Sefutu 
had died in infancy lo there wai no one to 
whom he oouM poai on the aongs. In order 
that the songs should not be lost and that 
Indisne could be reminded of theSr great herit¬ 
age he made Ihe revolutionary decision that 
the songs should be preserved in a book. 

Other events had also forced the decision 
to reveal secret maitera. The Fraser River 
tsU rush had brottfhi sclllers to the valley 
and In 18S1 the f»t Methodist misatonary. 
Reverewd Edward While, arrived, and he 
recommended that the Reverend Thomas Cros¬ 
by be sent to work among the Indiana Chief 
Sepass became a convert and brought his 
whole tribe with him. 

Chief SepM reabied that the old way of 
Rle of the Indton had gone fbrever and hia 
aearch ter the means to ptwaerve the heritsga 
of hia people brought him to the home of (he 
daughter of (he Reverend Edward White, the 
iBisstonary wtw had flrat befriended him. Thla 
daughter, Mrs. C. T. Street, was fluent In the 
SaMsta language and to her over a period of 
four yean Chief Sepass repeated the poems. 
She. in turn translated them Into English. But 
no one could be found who was willing to 
publish the poems in book form. It was only 
last year that Mrs. E. Harries of Vancouver, 
daughter of Mia. Street, wm able to keep her 
mother's promise to the old chief. She had 
to pay to have the book printed but all profits 
are to be divided between the old chief's grand- 
■on and to provide a echolarship for mesnban 
of hia tribe. 

The book has sold well In the United States 
hut ia practically unknown in Canada. Thla 
Is a shame, for the eonienia are beautiful and 
aome of the lagends deal with the Fraser 
Valley. 

The Jacket dealgn and teontispiece were 
done by Vanoattv«- laland Indian artist Georgs 
OuteM. 

Hie Songs e< Y-AUMinth (The Ancient 
Sii«eri deal with the Crcalton myth pass ed 
an from generation to generation of Indian 
priento but both the origin and authorship are 
unknown.
